Machines to speed county vote count @.°.2:5 


Last week's primary election 
was the last one in which the 
votes cast here will be counted 
by hand as they always have 
been in the past: machines will 
take over that time-consuming 
job. 

Last week precinct workers 
who had stayed at the polls 12 
hours, from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
closed the polls and started to 
count, a job that ran seven or 
eight hours in many precincts. 

That’s all in the past now 
and voters will punchIBM cards 
at the polls, the card being 
actual ballot. Votes represented 
by punched holes will be counted 
by automatic counting equip. 
ment. 

MRS. ELEANOR FELTON, 
county registrar of voters, said 
that if the ballot could be de- 
livered to her office in San 
Bernardino immediately after 
the polls closed, all ballots in 
the county could be counted by 
about midnight. 

The machine that does the 
counting will run 50,000 bale 
lots an hour. 

Of course, she can’t get the 
ballots that fast, especially 


from the outlying precincts in 
the far desert area.

Besides hand counting and the 
old, cumbersome paper ballot, 
also on the wey out are voting 
booths. The Votomatic machine 
is its own booth. 

The machine is a table-toy 
device, just wide enough for a 
person to stand in front of. The 
Votomatic has sides that pre- 
vent anyone from seeing who 
or what a person has voted 
for, or against. 

The machines are not the 
same kind as those used in 
Orange and some other counties 
that caused serious delays in 
vote counting there. 

The machines are being made 
uy especially for San Ber- 
nardino County and should be 
simple for the voters to ap- 
erate and for the machines to 
count. Similar machines are tn 
use elsewhere in the state, 

On the top of the machine is 
a ‘‘book’’ and at the top end 
of the book is a slot into which 
the IBM card ballot is slipped. 

Then the voter starts with 
the first page on which names 
of candidates are printed, and 
with a metal stylus similar 
to a ballpoint pen, punches 
through a hole next to the name 
of the candidate for whom he

When he does, he punches a 
hole in the card, Actually each 
punch knocks out a perforated 
bit of the card leaving a pre- 
ise hole that will count as a 
ote in the counting machine 
in the Registrar's office. 

If by mistake, a person votes 
for two men when they should 
vote for only one, the ballot 
is ruined and a new one must 
be obtained from the electi 
board, and the punching started 
all over again. 

As the voter turns each page 
of the book, a new row of per. 
forated spots is lined up below 
the holes through which the 
Stylus is pushed. 

The IBM cards are not ex. 
pected to cause the trouble 
that another type of vote counter 
has. In that type a special pen- 
cll is used to mark a paper 
ballot and the paper ballots 
are run through a counting 
machine.

hia school districts along more 
efficient and economical nes 
in the State's history will take 
place on July 1. 

Assembly Speaker Jease M, 
Unruh announced that as a di- 
rect result of a law which he 
authored In 1964 to encourage 
school district unification and 
equalize the property tax bur- 
den for schools, 163 small 
school districts throughout the 
State will be eliminated at the 
start of the 1966.67 fiscal year. 

“Each of these school untfi. 
cations was the result of a vote 
by the local electors within the 
new unified districts,’’ Unruh 
said, ‘but thelr action was 
strongly supported by State law 
which provides financial tncen. 
tives for sound school organiza. 
tion, 

‘Because school support re- 
quires approximately 60 per 
cent of the local property tax 
dollar in California, the Legis. 
lature in 1964 appreved the bil 
I authored to equalize this tax 
burden and provide for a mase 
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sive reduction tn the too-large 


number of separate school tax. 
ing jurisdictions. 
“Contrary to the recent 


statements by many die-hard 
opponents of any kind of school 
district reorganization and con. 
solidation that the law is not 
working, Callfornia’s achieve. 
tment in this year alone shows 
that we have made waice in- 


roads in consolidating school 
districts and making them more 
efficient and less ¢ ostly to the 


taxpayer.’’

1965 grand jury-supervisor ‘debate’ 
prompts new jury to ‘clarify role’ 


THE 1966 GRAND JURY in 
a statement ‘clarifying its 
role’? to the public reported 
June 10 that it ‘‘will not be 
Stampeded into indiscriminate 
actions by reason of charges 
and allegations made by pre- 
vious grand juries.’’ 

The statement follows: 

**The debate which has taken 
place between the now defunct 
1965 Grand Jury and the board 
of supervisors has caused the 
Members of the 1966 Grand Jury 
to take action issuing a state. 
ment clarifying for the public 
the role of the 1966 Grand 
Jury in particular and, per- 
haps more importantly, the role 
of grand juries in general. 

“The charge to the Grand 
Jury by the judge of the Sup. 
erior Court and specific Penal 
Code sections clearly outline 
the responsibilities which grand 
juries have in our governmen- 
tal system. 

“Effective democratic gov- 
ernment can function only as 
the ordinary citizen partic. 
ipates in determing the condi- 


Mons and circumstances under 
which he and his neighbors 
live.’’ 

The eminent value of the 


Grand Jury as the watchdog of 
the community is that it is 
nonpartisian and nonpolitical.
